He did not regain conscions-
neas before desth, and died painlesul}'.

1t is apparent the o'd gentleman had
carefolly etadied over the matter and
came to toe conclasion that be wonld
end his life after mature deliberation,
though net s hint ot his purpose wasal-
lowed to be reveailed by himsell in any
menpper. He had the eame pleasant
smile and nod for his friends up to the}
very last time he wae seen. The day
before he had purchased a revolver from
Maier & Bentoo, a 38 caliber, the sawme
which he nsed to fire the fatal shot.
Some three years ago Mr. Oloster had
made oot & will and got Earry Clofgh
and Heory Bills to witness it. A few
days ago be remarked apparently by

chance to Mr. Cloogh that he had made

no change in that docomsent. To Mr.
Schutz he gave a letter addressed to
Mrs, Vierra which contained a check for
$1600, with the instruction to be sure
and deliyer it to the person addressed.
Mr. Closter was worth several thoneand
dollars in notss and money, thoogh he
owned no real estate as far as known.
Hie purse contained $130 in cash, Here
again is evidence that he bad prepared
for his faneral expenses and that his
death had been premeditated for some
time. ‘
